The facte 
are preaented both for the indiridual inatituUona wd for 
the Nation aa a whole. The preaent report, by Uw, 

coQtinueg the series of snmiAl reports which hsd the^ be- 
ginning with the eatabliahment of the land-grant ooUo^ 
hi 1862. Through thia aeriea of annual reporta, the reader 
ia wovided with factual inlonnatioii on the growth and 
progreaa of the land-grant inatitutiona of the Nat*<m. 

The land-grant inatitutiona occupy a aignifioani pl^ m 
American higher education, both from the point of view of 
cultural influenoe and of number of atudenta “ 

the academic year 1960-61, the land-grant ooUegea wd 
univereitiea enrolled 18 percent of all atudento at^d^ 
inatitutiona of highar education, and 36 peroent ^ the atu-

The institutions here reported are called land-grant ooUeges and 
universities because public lands were granted to the States for their 
establishment or support. They are “a system of coUegee and uni- 
yersiOesmanaged by each State, but oonfonning to certain broad 
policy stipulatSons of Federal Uw. . . . A few Sutee, notably New 
York, New Jersey, DeUware, and Pennsylvania, utiliw as land-grtot 
institutions, universities with varying degrees of private control. 

They are operated by each of the 48 SUtes and Alaska, Hawau, and 
Puerto Rico. In States maintaining aegregated school systems, sepa- 
raU laad-grant ooUegee have been eaUUished for Negro student*. ^ 

CiLUfans AMD annmoMa.— During this reporting period the Rh^e 
State College changed iU name and organisation to the “Uni- 
versity of Rhode IJand,” and is eo listed in this report. 

For the finit the University of Georgia at Athene repoiW its 
Atlanta Divieion with the parent institution. Enrollment in the 
AUaaU Division was 5,616 stodenU iii the fsll of 1960 In any com- 
parison of Bguies for premus years this should be taken into account. 

Table 8, abow^ the annual income received by the land-grant 
through the First Morrill Act of 1862 and later Supple- 
meotaiy Acta, baa been added. The dates covered are from 1872-73, 
wbn the interest from tha 1862 Land-Grant Fund began to be real- 
ised, thiough 1961 , tire year fbr which this ^port is made.

The QUB8TIONNA1IUB8.— The questionnaires sent annually to each 
land-grant allege and university are in three parte. Part I is a report 
by the president of Uie institution regarding staff and students; Part 
II is a report on the finances of the institution; Part HI is a detailed 
stat^ent of Federal endoMrment funds and interest from fchAna funds 
received through the original Act of 1863, and of Federal appropria- 
tions received through the MoiriO and Supplementary Acts. 

The data on the number of freshman students, and the number of 
students enrolled in the faO term were taken from the fall survey of 
enrollments in all instatutions of higher education in I960.* 

increase in 1060-51 over 1040-60 of 6.6 per- 
cent in the number of staff members (full-time equivalent basis) in 
the 52 “white” • institutions. Broken down as to sex, the increase 
was 6.4 percent for men and 1.7 percent for women. Classified by 
fimction, the foUowing increases in staff (both full-timo and part- 
tune) took place: Resident instniction, 4.2 percent; organized re- 

March, 16.7 percent; extension, 3.3 percent; general administration 
13.4 percent. ’ 


In the 17 Negro institutions, the full-time staff equivalent shows a 
sn^mcrease of 43 members, 13 of these being men. and 30 women 
Stodbnts (undergraduate, graduate, and special).— Comparing 
enrollments, in the 52 white institutions in 1050-51 with those of 
lWO-50 in the regular session, the total enrollment for 1950-51 shows 
a decrease of 8.6 percent, uhich occurred entirely in the undergraduate 
men enrollment. In fact, this decream is cut down by a ■m^li increase 
m the e^Ument of women. Occurring where it does— among the 
men students at the undergraduate level- the decrease may be ac- 
counted for by two factors: (1) the large decline in the number of 
vet^n studento attending college; (2) the decline in the size of the 
freshman class, due to the low birth rate of the 30*s and the culling 
of young men to active dttfy in the military service. 

Graduate enrollments both men and women increased as well 
as the number of i!^>ecial students. * ' 

Of the 17 ^titutions for Negroes there was a net decTMse of only 
13 students in the total entoUment. There were 1,048 fewer men 
and 1,035 more women students in 1050-61 *i»*n in 1041 HSO

UMDiweBAOUATB ■TTJDiMTs, B¥ FiBLD. — ^Ih the 62 white inetitutions 
the decreeM in totel undeiiptMiunte enrollment wee 10.6 percent. 
SiTiitn mcreeeee occurred in commerce, dentistry, education, medi- 
miH nursing. AU the ino re eees , eroept in one ine ta n ce, ooourred 
in those fields generally clsiwified as '^service profeaaions." Enitdl- 
ments in arta and edenoee dropiftd 12.2 percent; in agnculture, 14.7 
percent; and in engineering 26.3 percent. Leaser decreaeea occurred in 
architecture, home economics, law, phammcy, and fields clsseified as 
''other profeaeional.” 

In the 17 iiwtitutions for Negroes, decreases occurred in arts and 
sdenoea, commerce, eng^eering, and law. 

DBQBBaa.~~~The percentage change in the degrees conferred by 62 
white institutions in 1960-61 from 1949-60 was as foHows: The number 
of men’s bachelor’s and first professional degrees decreased 19.3 per- 
cent; women’s 4.7 percent. Master’s degrees, both men and women, 
incTMUMd 14.2 ^pei^t; doctor’s degrees, both men and women in- 
creased 6,0 percent. 

Ihoomb.— T he total edncationsl and general income of the 52 white 
institutions increased 6.2 percent in 1960-61 over the income of 
1949-60. Tlie exception to increases in all oategmies is the 
decrease of 32.9 percent in veterans’ tnitimi and fees. Broken 
down by items, the increases were as follows: Student fees, 6.7 
percent; Federal appropriathma for instruction, research of experi- 
ment stations, and extenshm, 1.8 percent; contractual research and 
other grants, 26.2 percent; State gc»veniments, 10.0 percent; local 
govemmeiits, 18.6 percent; endowment earnings, 1.6 percent; private 
benefactions, 11.0 percent; ^es and servioee, 16.6 percent; miscel- 
laneous sources, 6.9 percent. 

The total educatioBal and genend income of the 17 uMtitutions for 
' Negroes increased 1.4 percent. As in the white institutions, the most 
notable decrease (69.0 percent) was in the veterans’ tmtion and fe«. 
Rmallw decreases ooeurred in other Federal appropriations for in- 
struction, in oontrsotiisl research. Increases occurred only in 
amounts received from s^ent fees, from aalee and aervioee, and 
from miacellaneous sourcea. 

EtpnNnrrunaa.— Total expenditurea for educational and general 
expenses in 62 white institutions, 1960-61, increased 8.8 percent over 
1949-60. Increases ocomred in ill categoriee. The most notable 
increase (19.-7 percent) wim, understandably, in organised research, 
separately budgeted, where United States contracts and grants for 
reiteeroh were rqiorted. 
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In the 17 iiutiUitions for Negitw, the total ednoetknua ind geiienl 

expenditnree increased 10.7 perowit. Inoreases oocmrcd in all cate- 
gories. 

B^bbal rmroB . — The total income frtnn Federal fmub in tlw 62 
iriute institutions decreased 2.3 percent, accounted for entirelj by 
the decrease in yeterahs* fees. ^ All other funds showed increases. 

Federal funds for the 17 institutions for Negroes decreased 28 1 
percent. ' ^ 

Decreases in Federal funds for veterans' tuitum and fees amounted 
to ^.0 pei^t in the 63 white institutions, and 87.8 percent in the 
17 institutions for Negroes. Omtracts azul grants for rmnarch in- 
creased about 10.3 pereoit in the white institutions, and deeroased 0 0 
percent in the 17 institutions for Negroes.
